Minister of Finance Relates That It 


Is Wiser to Consider Larger In- 


terest of Consumer Than 


Independent Refiners. 


The budget of Minister ol Fnaiice 


Fielding, ot the Canadian cabinet, 
jrcsented to "parliament, last week, 
aakes recomroendationb regarding the 
oil situation in Canada that ought to 
please L*e Standard Oil Co. The 
standard has been agitating for the 
removal of the import duty on Ameri- 
can crudes and 
refined 
oils. 
Mr, 


Fielding recommends that the duty on 
refined oils be reduced from 5 ceata 
;o 21A cents per gallon, and that the 
duty on crude be wiped out. As a 
recompense to the Canadian producer 
of crude oil & txmnty of H4 centa per 
gallon is recommended. Canadian 
crude recently sold as high as fS.34 
per bare], although it grades up with 
the Lima oils, now selling at $1,06 to 
fl.ll. The bounty will amount to 
about two-thirds the difference bi 
tween the American and Can-*s- 
pricea, so that the Canadian producer 
will not be a heavy loser. Upon the 
other hand, the Canadian consumer 
will be greatly benefited by the re- 
duced price of refined oils. As 
the 


Canadian oil fields supply but a very 
small proportion or tne none domain 
and as the Canadian consumption is 
growing rapidly, while the supply is 
falling rapidly, itjs evident that the 
proposal of the government is a wise 
one, not only for the American bu 
for 
the Canadian 
interests. 
The 


Standard Oil Co, has an aggressive 
competitor in a Canadian independent 
refining interest and this interest will 
probably suffer, as the Standard can 
fight better oa a IWwer^ market than it 
can at higher prices under a highly 
protected schedule of import rates now 
prevailing ia Canada, It seems, how- 
ever, that the curtailment of the home 
production has reached a stage where 
it will be wise to consider the largest 
interest of the consumer as more 
paramount to Canada than that of its 
independent refineries. As an offset 
the Standard will enlarge its Sarnia 
refinery, piping in. the 
crude, duty 


free, to escape the 2% cent duty re- 
maining 011 American refined. 


The lowering of prices lor refined 


will create a larger market, and the 


j American producers ought to be con- 


iderably benefited thereby.
